SUBSCRIPTION METHODS IN 
TAILING BOOKS. 


THE publishers whose offer of prizes for the 
best “canvasses” of two of their books :s 
noted elsewhere in this issue, confirm the 
view so often expressed in these columns 
that if the principles of subscription book- 
selling were applied by the retail bookseller 
in pushing the books that have in them the 
elements of “sellers” the incomes of both 
booksellers and publishers would be greatly 
increased. While the firm, in starting this 
move, have in view their own interests, they 
are nevertheless doing a service to the trade in 
general by opening a way for new thought on 
an old subject. We hear much in these days 
of the success of “handling books as mer- 
chandise;” how much greater the success 
would be if books were handled as literature 
by men of brains thoroughly acquainted with 
what they were offering for sale still remains 
to be proved. As the head of a large publish- 
ing house once said to a colleague who asked 
him concerning the qualifications of one cf 
his travellers: “Mr. Blank does very well in- 
deed. I can nearly always tell how well he 
will do; but how much better he might do ‘f 
he had more knowledge of his stock than he 
is capable of imbibing—that is another thing.” 


RE- 
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How true this is also of many a so-called 
successful salesman in the store we all know. 
Every one who has studied the subject in the 
least knows that bookselling is an art, not 
a bargain-counter business—that it is, in short, 
a business for brains. And that a salesman 
who is trained to “talk” his book, who is able 


to answer all questions about the book, and can 


bring before the customer with whom he is 
talking the points that will most interest him, 
can sell more books than the one who is able 
simply to hand down what is called for, with 
perhaps a few stereotyped remarks, seems 
clear enough without the necessity of further 
emphasis. We trust, therefore, that every 
clerk will fill up some of his spare time with 
preparing a canvass, not only for the sake of 
competing for these particular prizes, but for 
such books as he thinks ought to sell both be- 
cause of their merit and the profit they should 
and might yield if properly handled. 


Tue Book Suppty Company, of Chicago, 
has issued a flamboyant circular with such 
scare heads as “The Battle is Raging,” “The 
Publishers’ Combination Arouses Public In- 
dignation,” etc. A sample of its argument 
will be found in its definitions of net and 
regular books: “Net.—Discounts allowed 
booksellers limited, (usuallv 16 2-3 per cent., 
with exceptions running as high as 25 per 
cent.) Regular.—Discounts to booksellers 
based on the value of the publication in con- 
formity with the cost of production, and con- 
sistent with supply and demand.” It would 
have strengthened the alleged interviews 
printed in the circular considerably if the au- 
thors of the circular had given the names of 
the publishers who they claim said they “only 
joined the association because we were forced 
to.” Who is it that was “forced” to join the as- 
sociation, or who feels that he must remain 
a member of it against his conviction? Will 
the Book Supply Company enlighten the book 
trade on these points? 





“It is reported that a woman has begun 
business, and has the satisfaction of seeing 
her name on title-pages. Not only is she her 
own publisher, but she is her own advertising 
manager and traveller. Why not?’—London 
Academy. 

Why not? That is very likely what four 
very able women in this country thought 
some years ago when they started in the pub- 
lishing business. To Mrs. Uhl, (afterwards 
Mrs. Ottendorfer,) much of the success of 
the New Yorker Staats Zeitung is due, for 
while both the founder of the paper and his 
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successor were able editors, they lacked the 
shrewd and far-sighted business sense pos- 
sessed by the woman who directed their af- 
fairs. Mrs. Frank Leslie’s success is too well 
known to need more than a mention here. 
Mrs. Gunter has for years been the directing 
genius of the Home Publishing Company, and 
Mrs, Clark, of the Clark Publishing Company, 
has fairly taken the breath out of her fellow- 
publishers by the clever tactics by which she 
has made her books succeed thus far, in spite 
of the fact that she had to learn every branch 
of her business as she went along. Not only 
has Mrs, Clark acted as publisher, but she also 
has taken a hand at selling her books, first at 
her store and then on the road, and. last of all, 
she invented advertising methods that were 
absolutely unique until they were made com- 
monplace by widespread imitation. The in- 
stances we have named belong only to the last 
half of the nineteenth century. Further back 
in the history of the United States we might 
name twenty women, going back no further 
than Frau Zenger, in New York City, who 
conducted a publishing business quite as suc- 
cessfully as their male competitors. 


AN AMERICAN BIBLIOGRAPHER. 
CHARLES SWIFT RICHE HILDEBURN. 
CHartes Swirt Ricné HIi_LpesurN, whose 
historical and bibliographical work had won 
for him a prominent place in these studies in 
this country, as has already been briefly noted 
by us, died on the 2d of May last, at Bologna, 
Italy. Born in 1855, in him were united a 
half dozen strains of blood prominent during 
the colonial period in Pennsylvania, and these 
doubtless were the influences which first 
turned him io antiquarian research. Financial 
reverses of his father first forced him to take 
up a commercial career, and after an educa- 
tion at the Episcopal Academy at Philadelphia 
he entered the service of a firm of wholesale 
druggists, at the same time pursuing the 
courses of the College of Pharmacy, from 
which, in 1874, he obtained his degree. The 
calling, however, was distasteful to him, and 
he soon withdrew from it and gave his atten- 
tion to historical and genealogical work, be- 
coming in 1876 librarian of the Philadelphia 
Athenzum, which position he held for about 
ten years. During this time he edited “The 
Inscriptions in St. Peter’s Church, Philadel- 
phia,” (Camden, 1879,) and “The Records of 
Christ Church,” (Pennsylvania Magazine of 
History.) In 1884 he printed his “Issues of 
the Pennsylvania Press, 1684-1784,” in two 
large quarto volumes, containing nearly five 
thousand titles, which is a monument of bib- 
liographical industry. He soon announced a 
similar work for the colony of New York, 
but this was never completed, though he gave 
to the public part of the material he had gath- 
ered in two monographs, “A List of the Is- 
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sues of the Press of New York, 1693-1752,” 
(Philadelphia, 1889,) and “Sketches of the 
Printers and Printing in Colonial New York,” 
(New York, 1895,) and also in a chapter on 
early printing in New York in Wilson’s “Me- 
morial History of the City of New York,” 


(Vol. I.) He likewise compiled the very 
valuable catalogue of “The Charlemagne 
Tower Collection of American Colonial 


Laws,” (Philadelphia, 1890,) in the formation 
of which he had taken a distinguished part 
Indeed, his wide antiquarian knowledge made 
his services to any collector of the utmost 
value, and the library of the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, and such private collec- 
tions as those of Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet 
and Clarence E. Bement were much enriched 
through his assistance. In 1883 he assumed 
the real editorship of “The Statutes at Large 
of Pennsylvania,” a work which will always 
be the true monument of his wonderful en- 
ergy, pains and knowledge, giving to it in 
truth his life blood, for under the strain his 
strength failed, and he was compelled to seek 
for health in Europe, his task but half com 
pleted. He married Sarah Elizabeth Win- 
chester, June 12, 1894, who survives him.

AUTHOR AND AGENT. 


Tue following views on the literary agent 
by William Heinemann, the well-known Eng- 
lish publisher, are remarkabie not only for 
the clearness and frankness with which the 
question is discussed, but for the fact that 
Mr. Heinemann was requested to write them 
for The Author, the mouthpiece of the Eng- 
lish Authors’ Society, which has hitherto heid 
opinions on the subject quite contrary to those 
given below: 

“T am asked to write down for The Author 
my views on the literary agent. I am flat- 
tered by this request, and hopeful that the 
future may produce a much better under- 
standing between authors and publishers, from 
the very fact that the opinion of a publisher 
should be considered worth asking by the or- 
gan of the Authors’ Society. I will give my 
oninion with perfect frankness, relying upon 
the good faith of my hosts that I, as the in- 
vited guest, shall, although a publisher, be 
credited with honesty. 

“T am opposed to the literary agent from 
the point of (1) the publisher, (2) the author, 
and (3) literature. 

“First—The Publisher—(a) Because the 
literary agent prevents that free and intimate 
intercourse between publisher and author 
which is from my experience of unquestioned 
mutual advantage. 

“(b) Because I have not always found lit- 
erary agents scrupulously honest in their 
dealings. 

“(c) Because I resent the implied imputa- 
tion that the publisher might take advantage 
of an author unless his interests are looked 
after by a person deriving a benefit in the 
shape of percentages from the party with 
whom I am doing business. 

“(d) Because I do not consider it in the 
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interest of my individual business or in the 
interest of publishers in general that one of 
us should be played off against the other, as 
is the habit and practically the raison d’étre 
of the literary agent. 

“(e) Because no author would be so quix- 
otic as to employ a literary agent if he did not 
hope to get as much more out of the publisher 
as the agent’s commission represents. 

“Second—The Author.—(a) Because I be- 
lieve it to be in many instances of advantage 
to authors to be in personal communication 
with their publishers. 

“(b) Because I consider it infra dignitatem 
autoris to assume that he cannot take care 
of himself should he really come into contact 
with an overreaching publisher; he can in an 
emergency, after all, have recourse to the 
Authors’ Society, or to his solicitor, whose 
charges, did he all that the agent could do, 
would be infinitesimal in comparison. 

“(c) Because the author’s agent is suc- 
cessful only after an author’s reputation has 
been established by the publisher, but never 
with a young and unknown author, so that lie 
merely comes in for an enormous share of 
profit at a time when a guinea or two to a 
solicitor (say the Authors’ Society’s own) 
would insure a better drawn agreement and a 
more responsible management than could be 
got from an irresponsible author’s agent, who 
extorts percentages which are out of all pro- 
portion to the services rendered. 

“(d) Because the author’s agent fosters in 
authors the greed for an immediate money 
return (for this means cash percentages) at 
the cost of all dignity and artistic repose, 
pledging the author’s time, thought, inspira- 
tion and work for years ahead, and making of 
the author a slave to contracts and a victim 
to haste and thoughtless waste of his gifts. 

“Third—Literature.—(a) Because I do not 
consider it to be in the interests of litera- 
ture that books should be put up to auction 
and sold to the highest bidder among pub- 
lishers, who may be incompetent to give the 
best advantages to the book in question. 

“(b) Because it is certainly very much 
against the interests of literature that authors 
should be pledged and sold body and soul to 
syndicates and publishers on time bargains 
years ahead, with no certainty that they can 
stand the strain and pressure of production, 
from the point of view of their physical or 
mental health. 

“(c) Because of the fact that it discourages 
the publisher from taking up new authors, if 
they are, as soon as he has borne the first 
risk and launched them, to be put up to pub- 
lic auction; and there can be no doubt that it 
becomes more difficult for a young author to 
get a hearing in proportion to the prevalence 
and success of the parasite that lives on his 
produce. 

“To sum up, on behalf of the publisher, the 
author and literature, I am of opinion that it 
is waste of money to keep an agent with emo- 
luments which are enormous in comparison 
with the services rendered, when a little mu- 
tual truthfulness, a little give and take, and, 
anyhow, a careful solicitor at an ordinary 
legal fee, would enable publisher and author 
and literature to do without him.”

Kindly bear in mind that only a dealer should re- 
ceive discount on met books, or is entitled to buy 
regular books at better than the usual retail price. 

Your strict enforcement of these trade regulations 
is requested to the end that the trade be properly 
encouraged and protected and sources of supply 
closed to the undersellers. 

The Association feels greatly encouraged by the 
care shown by all reputable deaiers, and again con- 
gratulates the trade on the excellent and improving 
prospect for the complete establishment of the net 
system.

Abraham & Straus, the proprietors of the 
well-known department store in Brooklyn,

firm with their books. As the proprietor of 
the Macy firm is largely interested in the 
Abraham & Straus concern, there is hope 
that the New York house may also soon aban- 
don its opposition to the net rule.

| pendent, died on the 4th inst., at New Haven, 


Conn., at the age of sixty-nine. 


Jacop Scumitt, who for many years kept 
a bookstore on North Howard Street, Balti- 
more, Md., died at the Baltimore City Hos- 
pital, October 5. Mr. Schmitt was born in 
Ebenhausen, Hesse-Darmstadt, in 1843, and 
came to this country in 1853. His parents 
first settled in Ohio, but shortly before the 
war removed to Baltimore. 


CHARLES WEBSTER SMALL, for the past six 
years travelling representative for A. L. Burt, 
principally in the South, West and Canada, 
died suddenly after an illness of only one day, 
at his home in Newark, N., J., on the 4th inst. 
Mr. Small was born in Toronto, Ontario, 
September 23, 1858, and at the age of twelve 
was employed in the bookstore of Warwick 
Brothers. He later travelled for James Cam- 
bell & Co. and the Methodist Book and Pub- 
lishing House, both of Toronto. In 1885 he 
came to New York and connected himself 
with George Routledge & Sons. Later he 
went over to The Cassell Company. In 1895 
he joined the staff of A. L. Burt, with whom 
he was connected until the time of his death. 


Dr. Joe, Prentiss BisHop, the well-known 
author of legal books, died on the 4th inst., 
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at his home in Cambridge, Mass. He was 
born in 1814, in Volney, Oswego County, 
N. Y. He became general business man- 
ager, publishing agent, and assistant treas- 
urer of the Anti-Slavery Society, and as- 
sistant editor of the Friend of Man, an 
anti-slavery publication in Utica, N. Y. On 
April 9, 1844, he was admitted to the Suffolk 
bar. The following is a iist of his books: 
“Marriage and Divorce,” “Marriage, Divorce 
and Separation,” “Criminal Law,” “New 
Criminal Law,” “Criminal Procedure,” “First 
Book of the Law,” “The Law of Married 
Women,” “Statutory Crimes,” “Law of Con- 
tracts,” “The Written Laws,” “Directions and 
Forms,” “Non-Contract Law.” 


ANTHONY EICKHOFF, at one time a wel!- 
known journalist, died on the 6th inst., in 
New York City, aged seventy-four. He was 
born in Lippstadt, Westphalia, and came to 
America at the time of the German Revolu- 
tion of 1846. In 1848 he founded the St. Louis 
Zeitung, and later undertook the editorship 
of The Nordwestliche Demokrat at Dubuque. 
He came to New York in 1852 to become 
editor of Die Abendpost. From 1854 to 1856 
he edited the New Yorker Staats-Zeitung. 
During the Civil War he served as a com- 
missary-general for the New York troops. 
He wes elected to the State Legislature in 
1863. ‘fen years later he was elected coroner, 
and in 1876 was sent to Congress. He was 
fire commissioner from r&89I to 1896. From 
1898 until his death he had been an auditor 
in the present fire department. Mr, Eickhoff 
was the author of a work on German immi- 
gration, entitled “The German in America.”

“The Labyrinth of the Worldland the Para- 
dise of the Heart,” by Comenius, which be- 
cause of its many points of resemblance, 
both in general plan and in the details of 
narrative, to Bunyan’s masterpiece has fre- 
quently been named “The Bohemian Pilgrim’s 
Progress.” Comenius, (John Amos Komen- 
sky,) was born March 28, 1592, in Moravia, 
and died in Amsterdam November 15, 1670. 
He was the first to fully develop the edu- 
cational method. He made important reform 
in the teaching of languages, and introduced 
into schools the study of nature. His “Laby- 
rinth of the Worldland,” a book of the same 
exalted piety as Bunyan’s, though the work 
of a man much more widely familiar with the 
world than the Bedford tinker, was sup- 
pressed in Bohemia down to the beginning of 
the nineteenth century; but the Bohemian 
peasantry was devoted to it, and the few 
copies that escaped destruction passed from 
hand to hand, and the exiles often took their 
copies with them to foreign lands. The new 
transiator, the Count Lutzow, is a well-known 
Bohemian scholar and literary man. They 
will publish at once “Chronicles of the House 
of Borgia,” by Frederic Baron Corvo.
